‘U.S. plan’ published 


PARIS (Agencies) — A leading 
Frencfa news magazine, quoting 
an unidentified aide to U.S. De- 
fence Secretary Etick Cheney, has 
pablished what it calls a Pent^gem 
{dan to drive Iraq from Kuwait in 
a four-day blitz next montfa. 

The weekly L'Express, wbicb 
has produced some investigative 
scoops in the past, gave a detailed 
breakdown of tte plan, code- 
named “Operation Night 
Camel." 

It said the attadc would start 
“on a moonless nig^t in Novem- 
ber” with a strike U.S. Stealth 
bombers against: b^i radar and 
missile defences. 

The operation’s last stage 
would be the entry into Kuwait 
dty of an Arab force composed of 
Es^ptian, Moroccan and Syrian 
titxjps allied to the U.S., the 
magavine said.

L widi an ^a by U.S. war^ 

planes dSqmtdied fr<^ Turkey, 
Saudi Aitibia and the aircraft 
carrier Independenoe, L'Express 
said. 


The plan^ including B-S2s 
eqwpped with cruise missiles, 
would attempt to destroy Iraq's 
air power, imutralisng radar sys- 
tems, bombing missile bases 
attacking air bases before Xrcqi 
prianes could launch counterat- 
tadcs, L’Express said. 

“By dawn, Iraq has lost all 
c^adty to react,” the magazane 
said. “This first phase would have 
lasted less than rix hours.” 

In the second phase, L’Erq>^ 
said , warplanes and missiles 
would be used to “aunihilate” 
baq’s entire military-indnstrial 

ooini^ex. Taig^ wo^ indude 
nuclear facilities, chemical 
weapon dqx>ts, arms factories, 
command bunkers, and the main 
highway to Kuwait. 

Also during this phase, an air 
attack would be mounted on Iracji 
tank units massed near the border 
with Saudi Arabia, L’Express 


The goal of the third phase 
would to cut off links between 
Kuwait and Iraq, L’Express said. 
It said U.S. green berets and navy 


commandos would infiltrate be- 
hind Iraqi lines to disrupt 00 m- 
mundations. 

Then, it said, the multinaticmal 
force would launch an offensive 
along the Iraqi-Kuwait border 
involving tank-l^er planes, com- 
bat heli^ters and 200 U.S. M-1 
tanks. 11^ could be aimed at 
cutting off the Iraqi soldiers in 
Kuwait from supplies and rein- 
forcements in Iraq. 

The fourth and final phase, 
according to L'Express, would be 
an even ^ger offensive to recon- 
quer Kuwait. It said 11,000 U.S. 
marines would land on Kuwait's 
north coast, while 45,000 
marines, three mechanised U.S. 
army h^antry battalions, 4,000 
French troops, 6,000 British 
troops, and 50,000 soldiers from 
the pan-Arab force would cross 
into Kuwait from the south to 
“liberate it metre by metre.” 

L'Eiqpress said U.S. ptanneis 
estimated the offensive might 
cost 20,000 American lives. It 
gave no estimate for dead of 
other nations.

PLO seen moving closer 
to Gulf-Palestine linkage

AMMAN — The leadership of the Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion (PLO) appeared to be moving closer to a fill] linkage between 
the Gulf criris and the Palestinian proUem, drowning in the process 
voices whidi weie pre ssin g for distancing the Palestinian movement 
firom Iraq. 

A draf^g committee formed by the Palestine Central Counci] 
(PCQ which oonduded its meetings in Tunis Friday was eiqiected 
to formulate a statement calling for a full linkage between a 
solution to the Gulf crisis and a peaceful settiement to the 
Arab-Israeli oonflict. “The Hniragg diould not be vague or 
abstract... concrete steps and a schedule should be worked out to 
assert the linkage.” a PLO official told the Jordan' Times. 

Although the final statement was not released by late Friday, 
PLO officials said that gn!e« Chairman Yasser Arafat decided to 
mtervene himself — as he has done in the past — to tone down the 
emphasis on the linleage the organisatiem was to endorse a detailed 
and concrete medianism to i»ess for the implemeDtation of all 
United Nations resolutions pertaining to ail the problems of the 
Middle East.

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U.S. senators move to Heath 
bar Saudi arms sale 


WASHINGTON (Agencies) — 
Four U.S. senators l^ve moved 
(0 block tiie Busb administra- 
tion's plan to sell advanced 
weapons to Saudi Arabia, saying 
they might one day be nsed 
against Israel. 

The weapons include latest ver- 
sion of the Ml tank, Apache 
helicopters and- multiple rocket 
lanncfaers. They are part of a 
proposed S7 billion weapons deal 
that the administration scaled 
down from S21 billion following 
protests from Congress. 

The resolution to disapprove 
p»rt of the sale was introdut^ by 
California Democrat Alan Cran- 
ston. along with Democrat Paul 
Simon of Dlinois and Republican 
Robert Packwood of Oregon and 
Alien Specter of Pennsylvania. 

In a Senate speedi Cranston 
said the United States should 

send Saudi Arabia the material it 
needed now to meet the ‘'^threat 
of Iraqi aggressaon.”

Bonn r^ects Saudi sale 

One day after saying it was

Opponents of high-technology 
exports and the spread of nuclear 
weapons say Isiwl will use adv- 
ance computers to develop light- 
er, more efficient nuclear 
weapons and long-range missiles 
and to conduct more accurate 
simulated tests in secret. 

The of^xments, quoted by the 
Times, said that b^use of the 
growing possibility of hGddle 
East oonfiict, the United States 
would be sending the wrong sig- 
nals by appearing to back adv- 
anced weapons development. 

“This is not the time to be 
making exports that undermine 
U.S. credibility on non- 
proliferation in the Middle East,” 
said Gary MDhoUin, director of 
the ^^sconsin Project of Nudear 
Anns Control, vdiidi opposes the 
spread of nuclear weapons to 
developing countries. 

Those favouring easing restric- 
tions say advanced weapons can 
be developed without supercom- 
puters and control efforts are 
better applied to technology 
more directly related to weapons 
development.

They said they wanted to 
be able to make more prepara- 
tions before my airiv^,” Heath 
told Press Association, Britain’s 
domestic news agency. 

“They simply asked therefore 
that I should postpone the meet- 
ing and see Saddam Hussein on 
Sunday week,” be said. 

Britain has refused to negotiate 
about British citizens dmained 
rince Iraqi forces invaded Kuwait 
on Aug. 2. 

Foreign Secretary Douglas 
Hurd Thursday acknowledge a 
“point of di^rence” between 
Heath and the government over 
talking to Iraq, but added; “It is 
his own plan.”

Rally held in memory 
of slain Jordanian journalist

AMMAN — A big rally was 
held Wednesday ni^t in mem- 
ory of the Jordaman journalist 
.Michel Nimri wfro was gunned 
down in Athens onSeptember 
18, 1985. 

The assailant, who used a 
guDsilcncer, was then de- 
scribed as dark skximed with 
blade early hair, bur be was 
never identified or captured. 

Nimri was viewed as a victim 
of the suppression of freedom 
of expression in tbe Arab 
World. Nimri's assassination 
was linked to his outspoken 
criticism of repression by Arab 
governments and his resilient 
defence of the freedom of ex- 
pression. 

Many writers believe that 
whoever killed Nimri was aim- 
ing at silencing his voice after 
publishing a periodical — cal- 
led Al Nashia — which pro- 
vided a free forum for all tbe 
oppositiou movements in the 
Arab World. 

Wednesday rally, which was 
held at tbe ^ofessional Asso- 
datiOD Complex, nuned into a 
popular protest against Israeli 
occupation, foreign interven- 
tion in the Gulf, and a tribute 
to the democra^tion process 
in Jordan. 

lu a moving speech Mrchel's 
brother, Fak&. who is also a 
journalist, said that the rally 
was a tribute to the Palesti- 
nians killed last week by Israeli 
settlers and “to aU tbe martyrs 
of the intifada." 

“For us my brother was one 
of them. He was killed for the 
same cause.” Nimri said amid 
applause from hundreds who 
pa^ed Al Radiid ball at tbe 
complex and spilled over to tbe 
terrace. 

Nimri’s mother and father 
then accepted condolences 
from tbe audience as they sup- 
pressed tears of sorrow

brought about by memory 
amid tbe edio of recorded 
songs for tbe Palestinian upris- 
ing. 

Speaker after speaker in- 
voked the memory of many 
Arab writers and imeUectoals 
who were eliminated either by 
Israel or by Arab regimes. 

Among those remembered 
were Ali Foudeb, a Palestinian 
jonrnalisr and poet who was 
killed in action when the 
Israelis invaded Lebanon in 
1982 and the Palestinian car- 
toonist Naji Al Ali, wtiqjwas 
killed in I^ndon in 1987.- 

When Nimri was killed Ali 
drew a canoon depicting the 
Jordanian journalist strng^ for 
democracy through bis writ- 
ings. All's canoon also prot- 
rayed the power of the word 
against repression. 

Nimri was born in Samad, 
north of Jordan, and went to 
school in Mafraq. He later 
joined tbe students' movement 
and fou^t along the PaJesti- 
uian resistance in Lebanon in 
the mid seventies. 

He engaged in early journa- 
listic career by writing for Arab 
Jordanian and Palestinian 


newspapers and publications, 
without abandoning his politic- 
al activities. 

In 1982, during the Israeli 
siege of Beirut, Nimri volun- 
teered to work for the Palesti- 
nian broadcasting service 
vrixich was inssrumental in rais- 
ing tbe morale of the Palesti- 
nians and the Lebanese as 
Beirut was almost oomirfetely 
blockaded. 

Nimri was 37 years old when 
be was shot near his residence 
in Athens. He is most remem- 
bered for his defence of free- 
doms in tbe Arab World; he 
headed the Jordanian Demo- 
cratic Freedoms Comminee 
until his death. 

In tbe Israeli occupied terri- 
tories Nimri was hailed as the 
“martyr of the Arab opposi- 
tion" by tbe Arabic press in 
Jerosalem, while fingers of 
accusation were pointed 'im- 
mediately to Damascus. 
Although the alledged Syrian 
role was never really estab- 
lished, Nimri was killed im- 
mediately after his periodical 
Al Nashra wrote a detafled 
report about the Syrian opposi- 
tion. 

In the August 5th issue of Al 
Nashra Nimri wrote an article 
urging all Arab writers, intel- 
leouals and citizens to join tbe 
struggle for democracy in the 
Arab World. 

“The cause of human rights 
is tbe cause of all people re- 
gardless of their politii^ and 
ideological commitments or 
affiliations. It is the cause of 
tbe ordinary citizen as much as 
ft is tbe cause of the committed 
political activities," be wrote 
warning that Arab citizens 
were fed up with repression in 
any of its forms. 

His family announced 
Wednesday that an annual 
award would be dedicated to 
tbe best journalistic achieve- 
ment in Jordan in memory of 
Micbel Nimri. 


Iceland sends aid to evacuees 


AMMAN (Petra) — The Jordan 
National ^d Orescent Society 
( JNRCS) has taken delivery of a 
planeload of relief supplies that 
arrived from Iceland as a gift 
from its Red Cross Society. 

The director of Iceland’s Red 
Cross Society, who arrived on 
board tbe pla^, said that the 
shipment was a contribution to 
the efforts shouldered by the 


JNRCS to care for the evacuees 
from Iraq and Kuwait. 

The shipment was made up of 
40 tonnes of supplies, including 
7,600 blankets. 18 tonnes of 
smoked fish, five tonnes of biscuit 
and four tonnes of canned goat 
meat. 

According to the official, Ice- 
land's Red Cross Society wiU

Considariiig that 
the Kingdmn's private sectmr oocnpies an important part of 
the Jordanian economy and nq[Mresents a m^or emfripyer, it 
would seem that their mdaskm rather than their exdnskm 
dKMold have been mnrii more smioasty con^dmed. 

It is one ibmg to ezdode Jordanian banks and finangiai 
institutions that have an intematH»al {M-ofile from the 
application of the new measnres and quite another to 
ezdode local private enterprises and businesses witboot an 
inter nati onal profile. The internationally connected institn- 
tions would have cCTectively lost one more woridng day had 
the new Thnrsdqy-Iriday weekend been made part thdr 
woridng ^ston. Thisy however, does not appear to be tme 
as fhr as the domestic oriented Jordanian firms and 
cstahBshmcnts. 

Tbe problem also lies in die inqMncticabOity of having two 
sets of weekends in Jordan: One applicable to i^lic 
entaprises and institations, indnding governmental agen- 
das, and another for private and intemationalty oriented 
establislmients. But as the prime miniver, Mr. Modar 
Badran, has repeatedty wnphasbed, the new measures are 
mqiierimaital in nature and that the government is <qien- 
mhided about Introdndng finther changes that commensu- 
rate with the needs of the country. 

As fur tile new woridng hours prescribed by the govern- 
ment, th^ strike ns as ratiier uhitrary. Whoever thought 
of starting wmidi^ hours at 7^45 and endii^ them at 3:15 
must be so Swiss u^ded and nndoty impressed with a 
precision that may never be maintamed in a hfiddle Eastern 
cottore. Would it not have been much more sensible and 
practical to start and end work on the hour? On the other 
hand, would it not have been wise to allow finr a shMt lunch 
break for the civil servants, Ity starting work a little bit later 
and endh^ it in time for a convenient fiunSy dinner, say at 5 
or 6 p.m., as tiie case indeed was in Jordan a couple of 
generations ago. 

At any rate, the government has introduced new and bold 
measures that are terribly needed m this p<nnt in tune. Knee 
they are subject to change, after a trial and error period, it 
is all the nuue important to keep an eye <» bow they are 
worldly so that the best Cmnnla for their success can be 
devised.

AMMAN — The kflling of 19 
Palestinian protesters by 
Israeli gunfire in occupied 
Jerusalem has given Iraq an 
Opportunity to drive a wedge 
between the United States and 
its allies in the Golf misis and 
turn Arab anger against the 
United States. 

By shooting unarmed 
Palestinian protesters, Israel 
played into Iraq's hands, diplo- 
mats and analysts say.

Who controls the troops in Gulf?

WASHINGTON — Recent 
statements by two senior Arab 
officers in the Gulf that their 
forces would not join any offen- 
sive against Iraq have highlighted 
uncertainties about the mission of 
more than 300.000 Western and 
Arab troops massed against Iraq. 

What happens if shooting starts 
in the region between Iraqi 
troops on one side and a collec- 
tion of ground, air and naval 
forces from the United States and 
more than a dozen of other West- 
ern and Arab nations on the 
other? 

Who will command forces 
arrayed against Iraq? Will the 
orders be to protect Saudi Arabia 
or will they send Western and 
Arab troops into Iraq or neigh- 
bouring Kuwait to drive out 
several hundred thousand Iraqi 
troops dug in there? 

Private U.S. defence analysts 
agree that prospe^ for any quick 
offensive thrust into Kuwait or 
Iraq soon are very dim. 

But they question how anti- 
Iraq forces would be integrated in 
any fighting situation despite 
assurances from Pentagon offi- 


cials that the now-separate U.S.. 
Western and Saudi-led Arab 
command structures would mesh 
well. 

“I don’t see any offensive in 
the next couple of months, cer- 
tainly not before the economic 
sanctions against Iraq are given 
very ample time — and not be- 
fore further agreements on the 
goals of any operation." said Jim 
Blackwell of the Centre for 
Strategic and International Stu- 
dies. 

“But even if you're not talking 
ground attack, just coordinating 
U.S.. British. French, Dutch and 
other aircraft would be a major 
undertaking,’* he said. 

Other experts pointed to state- 
ments in recent days by the com- 
manders of 14,000 Egyptian 
troops and 4.000 Syrian troops in 
or near Saudi Arabia that their 
forces were there to protect Saudi 
Arabia, not to take part in any 
offensive against Iraq. 

“Our main task is to reinforce 
Saudi defence capabilities and 
protea its borders against any 
aggression." Egyptian Major 
General Mohammad Ali Bilal 
told the Sharjah-based Al 
KhaleeJ newspaper at Hafr Al 
Batin in Saudi Arabia. 


“The Egyptian forces in Saudi 
Arabia will not participate in any 
offensive," he said in the remarks 
published on Monday. 

On Sunday, the paper carried' 
similar remarks by the, Syrian 
commander in Saiidi Aralna, who 
said his forces would not join any 
offensive in the region. 

The United States has more 
than 175,000 marines, soldiers, 
airmen and sailors in the region, 
by far the largest of the forces 
ordered there after Iraq's August 
2 invasion of Kuwait.

Romania: Communism or capitalism?

BUCHAREST — Nine months 
since emerging from one of mod- 
ern Europe’s darkest ages. 
Romania is stranded in an uneasy 
middle ground between commun- 
ism and capitalism, its economy 
shanered. its dreams distant and 
confused. 

The National Salvation Front 
CNSF) government has yet to 
fashion an economic system to 
begin to treat the profound ills 
afflicting industry and millions of 
ordinary people. 

“Nobody seems to want to 
work. Nobody feels it's worth it. 
Not until they see the govern- 
ment's promises of a market eco- 
nomy enshrined in law." said the 
frusmted manager of an idle 
furniture faaory near Budiarest. 

The country is in deep crisis as 
it approaches the first anniversary 
of the overthrow of Nicolae 
Ceausescu. at whose hands it slid 
backward for almost 40 years. 

Inflation is rampant. Shortages 
abound. Energy prices have shot 
up. Strikes, abKnteeism and in- 
dustrial paralysis are the norm. 
The trade balance deteriorates all 
the time. 

But the cure for these ills- 
appears remote in the absence of 
a functioning economic system. 
Communism is dead but a new 
economy has yet to be born. 

New laws on entei^rrises and 
banking are held up by par- 
liamentary wrangling. 

The new laws are being de- 


bated and voted on clause-by- 
clause, with arguments centring 
on how much influence the state 
should have on such matters as 
the retention of hard currency- 
profits by firms. 

The reluaance of foreigners to 
invest and creditors to lend be- 
cause of political instability and 
publicly acknowledged attempts 
by Romanian bureaucrats to slow 
down or sabotage free-market 
reforms, have worsened the des- 
cent into darkness. 

Belt-tightening and self- 
sufficiency are watchwords for 
the coming winter. Already long 
queues form outside shops foir 

essential goods which Romanians 
realise wil! remain in short supply 
this winter, despite the demise of 
communism. 

Minister of Economic Gui- 
dance Eugen Dijmarescu has 
drawn a bleak pirture of recent 
results and near-term prospects in 
local media interviews. 

“Romania will be forced to 
restria itself for this period of the 
reform to its own resources and. 
at best, to potential forei^ inves- 
tors acting on their own 
account.... participation of fore- 
capita] has so far been insigni- 
ficant.” he said. 

Investors have held back espe- 
cially since pro-government vio- 
lence in June, when thousands of 
miners poured into Bucharest to 
beat up anti-government demon- 
strators. 

“There is apparent price stabil- 
ity because iroces have not yet 
been liberalised." Dijmarescu 


said. But he added: “There is a 
strong infiationary pressure as a 
result of an increase in cash avail- 
able to the population." 

He smd prices jumped 18 per 
cent in the first six months of fois 
year and salaries by 10.9 per cent. 

He estimated unemployment, 
officially non-existent in Crauses- 
cu's years and still not formally 
recorded, at around 10 per cent. 

Industrial output had fellen by 
19.9 per cent in the first eight 
months and labour productivity 
was down by 22,4 per cent be- 
cause of a reduced working week 
and a rash of strikes and 
absenteeism which had caused a 
10 per cent loss of working time. 

Eight hundred enterprises have 
ground to a halt in the past three 
months because of raw materia! 
and component shortages or the 
reluaance of workers to work. 
Investment in new plants is 
lag^g well behind schedule. 

Romania began the year in the 
black hav-ing cleared its external 
debts under Ceausescu. But. with 
failing exports and rising imports, 
it is plunging into financial crisis. 

Pi^e Minister Petre Roman 
said Romania had a small suiplus 
in September but that in the last 
three months of the year the 
deficit would swell by SI billion 
because of higfier oil imports 
caused by the Gulf crisis. 

Romania's deepening econo- 
mic crisis has led to intensified 
calls by economists for radical 
remeditt. such as monetary re- 
form to revalue the worthless lei. 
‘The country is fa<^ with 


tremendous inflation all over. 
This prevents any reform from 
attaining its purpose.” said 
Anghel Rugina, a Boston Uni- 
versity professor of Romanian 
ori^n. who recently submitted a 
radical plan to President Ion llies- 
cu. 

“Monetary reform- should 
therefore take pride of place." 
Ru^a said. The lei neoled to ^ 
revalued by 10 or 20 times. “An 
economic crisis like the crisis in 
Romania means economic cancer 
and can be cured only by fast 
action." 


On the black market the 
Romanian currency is worfo only 
one fifth of its artifidally-higb 
official value. 

Signs are emerging that Roman 
will indeed go for foodc ther^y 
to turn the economy round — 
through radical pricing and 
monetry policies. 

Roman, who has already called 
for quicker reform has said 
changes are being blocked at 
various levels of government. 

^ In the first tough move of its 
kind, Roman scta{^ied energy 
price subisidies for industry la^r 
month and then said faaories 
registerir^ losses would be given 
no energy this winter and would 
have to be shut down. 


Dijmarescu’s attitude is also 
growing radical. “There is no 
reason why we should rq>eat

Hungary’s, Poland’s or Yugosla- 
via's experiments of foe past few 
decades. We must uproot the evil 
and set reahstic prices," he said.

more than 30 Palestinians last week in Jerusalem. According to 
PLX> officials, speaker after speaker criticised offiexais wbo have 
made sutements to distance tbe organisation from Iraq. 

They rejeaed attempts by some PLO officials to “neutralise'' tbe 
PLO in the confrontation between Iraq and tbe U.S. 

Even though names were not mentioned it was understood that 
tbe targa of the criticisms were some of Arafat's dose aides, 
including Hani .Al Hassan. Nabui Shaath, Jaweed Al Ghussein and 
PLO representative in Cairo Sai'd Kamal and to a lesser extent 
Bassam Abu Sharif. 

PLO officials said a leaer sigped by Hassan expressing full Palestinian 
suppon for Saudi Arabia was anacked. The letur was widely disiribuied 
last month by the Saudi Arabian embassy in Jordan. 

Hassan. according to Palestinian sources, defended himself by implying 
that be was acting upon instructions frtHn tbe leadership. “However, Arafat 
did not endorse his stateroeoc," one PLO official said. 

OthCT PLO officials are convinced that Arafat had prior agreement of the 
iener in an attempt 10 calm Saudi anger and prevent the expulsioD of 
Palestinians working in tbe Gulf states. 

But last week, during a sbon visit to Amman, Arafat expressed a defiant 
position regarding Gulf states' implicit and explicit threats to deport the 
more than 700,000 Palestinians working there. 

*Tt will not be the first time... Palestinians were expelled in waves for 10 
times for (supporting late Egyptian President Jamall Abdul Nasser and 
twice to appease tbe late Shah of Iran," be told reporters here last week." 
“We tell them that depriving people from their Ixvehbood is tantamooni to 
killing them," be said. 

By Friday night, Arafat's final position on bow far the statement should 
go in [inking the Gulf crisis with the Palestinian problem was not clear. In 
his opening ^weeh at the PCC meeting, however. Arafat called for tbe 
implementation of aD United Nations resolutions pertaining to ail problems 
of the regioo aod rejected selectivity in applying these resolutions. 

Last w*eek in Amman Arafat indicated that be would not accept anything 
less than a fall linkage between all Middle Eastern problems and that be was 
unequivocally siding with Iraq in its confrontation with the U.S. 

"You cannot expea me as the leader of the Arab national tiberatioa 
movement... to be neutral in a confrontation between Iraq and the U.S.." 
be had said. 

In an interview with tbe American Cable News Network (CNN) 
Tbuisday, Arafat avoided taking the same dear-cut position. 

PLO officials said that previmisty reported PLO plans whicb drew a 
rather loose link between the Gulf crisis and tbe Palestinian problem wae 
not discussed by tbe PCC. 

One report appearing in a local newspaper died mne steps promoted by 
the PLO to soWe tbe Gulf crisis and Umd move towards a settlemem of 
other problems without making a ooocrexe schedule or steps. But, PLO 
sources said, these were not even mentioDed at tbe meeting. 

“We fear that a loose linkage would just lead to an American solution to 
tbe Golf crisis leaving the Palestinian proUem unresolved," a senior PLO 
offidal said. 

During the PCC m eetin g, both leaders of the Popular Front of the 
Liberation of Palestine (PFLP) and the Democratic Front for the Liberation 
of Palestine (DFLF), George Hahasfa and Nayef Hawatmeb respectively 
lengthy speedies demanding democratic reforms in tbe PLO, the 
formation of a broad national front in the ooaqried territories induding tbe 
Islamisi resistaoce movement (Hamas), and the endorsement of a detailed 
mechanism which links the solution of tbe Gulf crisis to a seolement for all 
proUems, espedaliy the Arab-Israeli conflia. 

Ooe proposal that has been long advocated says tbe PCC can call for a 
broad internatianal eonferenoe to solve an proUexns of the le^on following 
tbe pattern of the internatioDal peace oonferenoe to settle the Cambodian 
problem, PLO officials said. 

Tbe PLO might suggest, they said, that in addition to the parties involved 
in all the confilK aod the five U.N. Security Couadl pennaoeni members, 
the partidpation should be broadened to iodnde other inllnentiai countries 
such as Japan aod Germany. 

An escalation of the intifa^, induding the use of aims, was also among 
the demands of many speakers 31 the PTC. 

But PLO officials it was unlikely for any reson to tbe use of arms. 
“Tbe debate rather revolved on f*«iiar;ng arm^ operations against Israeli 
militaiy targets by commandos rather »han suggesting that tbe intifada 
would turn into arms,” DFLP official Ahmad Janul told tbe Jordan Times 
Friday night. 

An offidal in Tunis said that tbe PCC was expe ct ed to recommend the 
activation of the PLO’s force in South Lebanon in attacks against Israel 
military targets.

Faroes fairytale ends 
in land of little mermaid 


COPENHAGEN (R) — The 
Faroe Islands' foiiytale pn^ress 
across the stage of world soccer 
was brou^t to an abrupt halt by 
Denmaiic, appropriately enough 
in the land of Hans Qiristian 
Andersen. 

The team of amateurs who 
sensationally beat Austria last 
month on their competitive inter- 
nadonal debut, were compreben- 
sively outplayed by Denmark in a 
European ^ampionsbip qual- 
ifying match. 

But despite their 4-1 defeat, 
the Faroes team flew home to 
their windswept comer of the 

Danish kingdom Thursday claim- 
ing a moru victory. 

“Playing Denmark was some- 
thing special for us, like playing 
against our big brother,” said 
Captain Joannes Jakobsen. 

“They under-rate us all the 
time but we showed Denmark 
their little brother was better than 
they thought.” 

Tha Faroes, an autonomous 
region of Denmark, rocked their 
opponents Wednesday when they 
equalised in the face of a fero- 
cious onslaught. 

But the more talented Danes 
drew on their international ex- 
perience to produce goals at cru- 
cial stages of the match. 

Michael Landnip's opener af- 
ter eight minutes and another two 
goals immediately before and af- 
ter the interval e:q>loited peifea- 
ly the vulnerability of die part- 
tuners. 

“Conceding those goals either 
side of haUtune show^ how inex- 
perienced we are,” said Faroes 
coach Pall Gudlaugsson. 

'Tf we had gone in level at 
halftime it would have been a 
completely different game. But I 
think we surprised some people 
again.” 

Gndlaugsson believes his side 
have justified the European Foot- 
ball Union’s (UEFA) decision to 
let them compete in the cham- 
pionship. 

“You must remember Greece 
have lost here 7-1 and Sweden 6-0 
in recent years. I think it was a 
moral victory for us.” 

The men fmm the mid-Atlantic 
were clearly overawed at times by 
the 38.000 crowd — 10 times the 
size of any they had pievionsly 
played in front of. 

While the home fans came anti- 
cipating a larger goal feast, Dan- 
ish coach Richard Moeller 


Nielsen proclaimed satisfaction 
whb the Qutoome. 

Victory and two points were 
more imporrajit than the number 
of goals, be said. 

But in a group which could be 
decided on goal difference, 
Nielsen must have been dis^ 
appointed that Denmark's unre- 
lenting pressure was not more 

hilly rewarded. 

Meanwhile ^fielsen has made 
one change to his squad for their 
European Champumship soccer 
qualifier against Northern Ireland 
in Belfast next Wednesday. 

Veteran midfielder John Helt, 
capped 38 times, was named 

Thursday in place of reserve 
striker Bent Christensen for the 
Danes' second matdi in eight 
days. 

Norway, Hungaiy tie 

In Oslo, Hungry held Norway 
to a 0-0 draw in a group three 
European soccer cbampion^p 
qualifier at Brann Stadium in 
Bergen Wednesday night. 

Norway put pressure on the 
Hungarians tluou^iout the game 
but failed to score de^iite several 
excellent dances. It was the 
second straight qualifier in which 
Norway foiled to score, having 
dropped a 2*0 decision to the 
Soviet Union in the opener. 

“Only a victory is good enough 
now,” said Norwegian coach Ii^- 
var Stadheim after the maicli. 
“We should have scored three 
goals. This was a big disappoint- 
ment for US-” 

Other teams in group three are 
Italy and C^mis. 

Per Egil Ahlsen and Erik 
Pedersen both had great shots for 
Norway, but Hungarian goal- 
keeper Zsolt Petiys produced ex- 
ceUent saves. 

Rune Bratseth was even doser 
to scoring for Norway when he 
sneaked up after a free kick, but 
Petrys once again blocked the 
shot. 

Kalman Kovacs and Jozsef 
Kiprich created Hungary's best 
chances and could have had a 
penalty shot when Kipridi was 
brought down from behind, but 
the referee decided against h. 

Spain beats Icriand 2-1 

Zn Seville, Spain defeated Ice- 
land 2-1 (1-0) Wednesday in a 


group one qualificatiod soccer 
match for the European Cup of 
Nadons in Sweden in 1992. 

The home team went all out 
from the start and submitted the 
Icelanders to an almost constant 
siege, but found it diffiodt to get 
through their soUd defence sys- 
tem. 

The Icelanders threw as many 
as nine men back in defence, 
mainly during the first half. 

The Spaniards, cheered by a 
crowd of 45,000 filling the Benito 
VUlaimarin Stadium, opened the 
score in the 44th minute, when 
Captain Emilio Butragueno, 
playing his SSth international 

match for Spain, headed in the 
ball for from the hands of goalie 
Bjoini Siguidsson. 

Carlos Munoz made it 2-0 in 
the 64th following another Span- 
ish attack. 

But one minute later. Sigurdur 
JoDsson scored for Iceland, pro- 
fiting from a failure of the Span- 
ish defence. 

After the goal, the Icelanders 
opened their lines and launched 
well organised attacks, unsuccess- 
fully seeking the equalizer. 

Germany outclasses Sweden 

In Stockholm, world cham- 
pions Germany outclassed 
Sweden 3-1 in a soccer fiiendly 
Wednesday to ^ve Beni Vogts 
his first victory siiKe taking over 
as national coach from Franz 
Beckenbauer. 

Italy-based World Cup heroes 
Jueigen Klinsmann, Rudi Voeller 
and Andreas Brehme struck in a 
17-miniite period in the first half 
as the Germans threatened to 
overran the Swedes. 

Klinsmann volleyed the first in 
the 28th minute, Voeller headed 
the second 10 minutes later and 
Brehme rounded off the blitz 
with a long-range shot one mi- 
nute before the interval. 

Sweden reduced the deficit in 
the 73td minute triien Stefan 
Rehn netted a penalty, but the 
outcome was never in doubt. 

The matdi was Vogts' second 
since replacing Beckenbauer. 
The first was an immspired 1-1 
draw in another friendly against 
Portugal. 

The Germans open their Euro- 
pean champion^ip qualifying 
campaign with a group five match 
against Luxembourg on Oct. 31. 


Injury-hit France faces crucial clash 


PARIS (R) ^ Michel Platini's 
exciting French team, depleted 
by a steadily mounting c^ualty 
iik, foce a cnidal European soc- 
cer diampionship Group One 
qualifier Saturday against 
Czechoslovakia, themselves mis- 
siim two key players. 

Four of the 17 players Platini, 
named for the match have 
already bad to withdraw. Winger 
Christian Perez pulled out bef^ 
the squad even got together and 
captain Mannel Amoros, midfiel- 
ds Bernard Pardo and playmak- 
er ETiilippe Vercruysse, all three, 
from efa^pioDS Marseille, fol- 
lowed on consecutive days.

Reigning world chess kii^ Garry 
Kasparov won his second cham- 
pionship game against azdnival 
Anatoly Karpov with a cri^ 

attadt tyitical of his flamboyant 
style. 

Kasparov used the advanb^e 
of havfog the first move to build 
up pressure against black's de- 
finic^, eventually culminating in 
an e:q7lo5ive v^uilvnnd altadE 
that left Karpov helpless. 

Both men dashed off their first 
18 moves, eager to reach a com- 
plex position that both had pre- 
pared in depth before the match. 

The ebampion unveiled a fines- 
se that increased his attacking 
potential and launched a risky but 
dangerous assault that provoked 
heated debate among expert 
observers. 

Grandmasters predicted every 
possible result, but Kasparov's 
grasp of the bafBing comptexities 
proved profound. 

“One of the best games 1 have 
ever seen” international master 
Victor Frias told Reuters. “It 
looked fike perfect execution to 
me — Kasparov kept it clean and 
simple.” 

Karpov was forced to relin- 
quish a rook and two pawns for a 
knight to prevent the champion 
from achieving checkmate, a dif- 
ference in forces that Tendered 
his position ix>mpletely hopeless. 

Kasparov remained at the 
board for the final moves, rock- 
ing his head and grimacing in 
disbelief as his adversary pro- 
longed the contest. 

Instead of making his 44th 
move, Karpov acknowledged his 
defeat with a munnur. The play- 
ers shook bands to a standing 
ovation from fens gathered in the 
Hudson Theatre. 

The two men fought to a draw 
Monday. Kasparov's victory 
Wednesday earned him one 
point, givii^ him 1-1/2 points so 
for to Karpov's 112 point. His lead 
is more formidable considering 
that he has the champion's advan- 
tage of retaining the title in the 
event of a 12^12 tie. Karpov ' 
would have to win 12-1/2 points 
to' Take the cham^oasiup. 

The 24-game series, split be- 
tween New York and Lyon, 
France, is scheduled to continue 
Friday with Karpov having the 
advantage of playing white, giv- 
ing him the first move. 

Several observers said Wednes- 
dy's game was dedded long be- 
fore Karpov gave it up. 

*Tt's been over since around 
move 25. because blade's pieces 
on the queen's side cooldn't de- 
fend his king,” said grandmaster 
John Fedorowicz of New York. 

Grandmaster Hans Ree of Hol- 
land agreed that Karpov could 
have resigned several moves ear- 
lier. 

“He was just playing on to get 
used to the id» of resigning,” 
Ree said.

Brady asks Congress for $40b 
more for savings and loans bailout 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Treas- 
ury Secretary Nicholas Brady is 
asking Congress to provide S4Q 
billion more for the savings and 
loans bailout. Without the 
money, thrift rescues "will vir- 
tually cease within the next tao 
months," he said in a letter re- 
leased Thursday. 

The money — to cover tbe 
losses in failed savings and loans 
— would be in addition to the S50 
billion authorised under last 
year's thrifi legislation. It also 
wpuld be on top of about $60 
billion in short-term borrowing, 
which would be repaid as regula- 


tors sell assets inherited from 
bankrupt instirutioas. 

Bradv's letter to the Democra-

tic and Republican leaders of tbe 
congressional banking commit- 
tees, dated Wednesday, follows 
weeks of pressure from Demo- 
crats u ho said they were reluctant 
to provide more money without a 
specific request from the Bush 
administration. 

Treasury Department officials 
had said a range of $40 billioa to 
SSO btRion more than last )-ear’s 
SSO biliion was needed for savings 
and loans, buz had not made a 
specific request. 


Brady said in the letter tha: it 
would be appropriate for Con- 
gress to give the admiaisiraticn 
open-ended spending authoriTy. 
Because Congress may not wan* 
ID go along, however, Brady said 
$40 billion would be enough to 
finance savings and loans rescues 
through the end of fiscal 2991 on 
Sept. 30. 

The administration also would 
accept $20 billion to fina-nce rite 
programme through April, treas- 
ury officaais have said.

The 13,000 
L'.S. commercial banks, which 
primarily make business loans, 
were largely unaffected by the 
crisis.

LONDON (AP) — Recession 
fears sent silver and platinum 
plommeting more tlian five per 
cent in aaive trading Thursday, 
reaching its lowest level in 14 
years, analysis said. 

The spot price of tilver fell 25.5 
cents, or S.6 per cent, to $4.2S 
bom a late bid of $4,535 in 
London W'ednesday. 

Thursday's late bid wa.s the 
lowest level sinoe 1976, according 
to Shearson Lehman Brothers 
Lid. The low for that vear was 
S3.82. 

"It's no longer a precious met- 
al, it’s an industrial metal," said 
Nick Hatch, a mining analyst at 
the London investment firm

The spot price of platinum feU 
$23.50. or 5.3 per cent to S418.75 
an ounce in London from $442.25 
an ounce late Wednesday. 

That was its lowest level since

Saudi banks

DUBAI (R) — Saudi banks plan 
a new money market instrument 
for the Saudi riv-a] Interbank de- 
porii rates which may help break 
some of the barriers to normal 
trading created by fears of war in 
the Gulf, dealers and brokers said 
Thursday. 

Setting up a new instrument in 
a market is not easy at the best of 
times and Gulf dealers and brok- 
ers agr^ the Gulf crisis is not the 
ideal time to do so. 

Nevertheless, they hope timj 
new FKAs’Tforw^ rate agre^ 
ments) will give more depfo to 
their interbank market, the main 
money market for banks them- 
selves.

They aUow two parties to 
agree a deal based on an interest 
rate over a specified period for a 
set principal amount, the interest 
to be paid at a specified future 
settlement date.

India to cut oil use by 15% 


NEW DELHI (R) — Indian Fi- 
nance Minister Madhu Danda- 
vale said Friday the government 
would cut oil consumption by IS 
per cent and hinted at big in- 
creases in the price of petrol and 
oil products. 

Dandavate told a news confer- 
ence steps would be taken to 
prevent a black market emerging, 
but gave no details on how the 
government would administer the 
cutbacks.

Chile proposes 
setting up fund 
for L. America 

CARACAS (R) — Chile's presi- 
dent has appealed to Latin Amer- 
ican oil producers set to earn 
windfalls from the Gulf crisis to 
lend some of the extra money to 
the region’s less fortunate na- 
tions. 

"It's a question of seeing bow 
we can show solidarity towards 
eadi other by creating a finandal 
aid mechanism to help the de- 
velopment of our countries,'' 
President Patricio Aylwin cold a 
news conference. 

The Chilean president, who 
described the plan as "an idea to 
be calked over," said a ^Mdal 
investment fund should be estab- 
lished "with the aim of granting 
loans or support to countries on 
tbe continent.” 
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said. 

The government was cor.sider- 
ing raising prices of petrol a.nd oil 
products to reflect the doubling 
of world prices since Iraq invaded 
Kuw-aii, he said. 

But he added that the cabinet 
had not made a final decisio.*;. 

Raising oil prices would fuel 
inflationary pressures in the eco- 
nomy and have a dampening 
effect on industrial production, 
he said. 

Indian inflation is running a: an 
annualised rate of nearly nine per 
cent. 

“Bener we suffer today so we 
can be relieved tomorrow." 
Dandavate said. 

Dandavate said he discussed 
various concessional loans with 
IMF and World Bank officials in 
Washington at the annual meet- 
ing of the tending agencies las; 
month. 

“We don't want to be dictated 
(to) by conditionality, but we 
want to be practical,” he said. 
“We on our ow-n will introduce 
fiscal discipline. We know the 
crisis, the hard options.” 

An IMF loan w-i;h co.iditions 
on fiscal reforms has been con- 
troversial for a longtime in India, 
which takes pride in its economic 
independence. 

But Dandavate said if oil prices 
averaged $25 a barrel over tbe 


next 12 months it would cost 
L*)dia an extra S2.S billion and 
Delhi needed help. 

The International Petroleum 
Exchange (IPE) index price for 
crude oil rose to $40.32 a barrel 
Friday. 

".All tbe hard options that are 
needed, w-e will take. So the 
question of conditionality should 
not arise," he said. 

The I.MF has asked Delhi to 
link domestic oil prices to inter- 
national prices if it wants a loan 
under the enhanced stnicniral 
adjustment facility-, bankers and 
diplomats have said. 

The government sets oil prices 
and allocates petrol and products 
through state-run firms. 

Dandavate described the re- 
cent downgrading of India's cre- 
dit rating by Moody's Investors 
Service as unfortunate. 

"No doubt it affects deposit 
mobilisation... and it's a disincen- 
tive for foreign investment," he 
said. 

Moody's, in a move that will 
make India's borrowings more 
expensive, said Iasi week it had 
lowered the country's long-term 
and short-term cre^t ratings. 

In an exceptionally tough view 
of India's financial policy, it said 
the downgracUng was prompted 
by the rapid increases in India's 
debt over several years.

Thatcher sends 
tough message 
to EC bureaucrats 


BOURNEMOUTH. England 
(R) — British Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher told Euro- 
pean bureaucrats Friday that her 
government will not let them 
dictate the future course of Euro- 
pean umiy. 

"We do not judge how Euro- 
pean you are by how much you 
want to increase the power of tbe 
nnelected oommisaon," Thatcher 
said in her keynote ^>cech to tbe 
annual oonferenoe of her ruling 
Conservative Party. 

"Intervention, centralisation 
and lack of accountability may 
appeal to socialists,” she said. 
“They have no place in our con- 
servative philosophy." 

Thatcher made a cutting per- 
sonal attack on European Com- 
mission President Jacques Delors 
and his plans for European 
monetary union. 

"This government has no in- 
tention of agreeing to the ixnposi- 
tkm of a sii^ cuirenc)-,'' Tbaldber 
told the conference in the south- 
ern seaside resort of Bourne- 
mouth. 

“That would be entering a 
federal Europe throu^ the back- 
Delors (back-door),” she said. 

Britain joined the European 
exchange rate mechanism (ERM) 
last Monday, pegging its currency 
to that of nine other European 
oouniries. 

This move put Britain in line 
with tbe first stage of Delors's 
three-stage plan for European 
monetary union. This provides 
for the eventual creation of a 
single European currency and 
central bank. 


But Thatcher made clear that 
Britain would resist any further 
loss of jvereignty and would 
continue to push its own sdieme 
for a new European currency to 
operate alongside existing nation- 
al cuTrencies. 

Diplomats and pob'tical com- 
mentators say joining the ERM 
has ^\’en Thatcher a platform 
form which to attack the Delors 
strategy for monetary union. 

"Europe cannot built by 
ignoring or suppressing this sense 
of nationhood, by trying to. turn 
us into re^ons rather than na- 
tions," she said Friday. 

“The way forward lies in will- 
ing cooperation between inde- 
pendent sovereign states ” 

Thatcher repeated her call for 
Europe to let the emerging demo- 
cracies of Eastern Europe join 
tbe 12-nation European Commun- 
is' in due course. 

Britain would help pnepare tbe 
Community for expansion by re- 
sisting unnecessary regulation 
and bureaucracy, she added. 

Thatcher portrayed Britain as a 
good European citizen and the 
Community's second-beggest 
contributor. 

But she said Britain did not 
want to see the Community 
evolve into a United States of 
Europe, where national parlia- 
ments were subservient to a cen- 
tral body. 

“We shall never accept the 
approach of those who want to 
use the European Community as 
a means of removing our ability 
to govern ourselves as an inde- 
pendent nation,” Thatcher said. 


USSR to devalue 
rouble by 70% 


MOSCOW (AP) — The Soviet 
rouble will be devalued by nearly 
70 per cent under Soviet Presi- 
dent Mikhail Gorbachev’s econo- 
mic reform programme, a Soviet 
economic official has said. 

Ivan Ivanov, deputy chairman 
of the State Foreign Economic 
Commission, said *fhuisday that 
the new exchange rate for dollar, 
compared uith the current .56 
rouble to the dollar. 

The official news agency TASS 
quoted Ivanov as telling a legisla- 
tive committee that the new rate 
would be introduced by presiden- 
tial decree. 

TASS said the new rate would 
"make exports more profitable 
for Soviet producers and facilitate 
the streamlining and restriction of 
imports, which have been grow- 
ing rapidly since Soviet enter- 
prises were granted the right of 
free access to the foreign mar- 
ket." 

Earlier this week, Che chairman 
of the Soviet state bank, Viktor 
Gerashchenko, also said a de- 
valuation was likely. 

"The new roulbe's exchange 
rate for foreign trade operations 
would amount to about two rou- 
bles a dollar, starting this year," 
TASS quoted Gerashchenko as 
saying. 


Gorbachev's economic plan, 
which envisions a gradual switch 
from central planning to a 
market-based economy, is under 
consideration by a comminee of 
economists and politicians 
appointed by the Supreme Soviet. 
Tlie committee >.s scheduled to 
issue a report by Oct. 15, after 
which the plan could be approved 
by the national legislature. Law- 
makers already have voted to 
give Gorbachev emergency pow- 
ers to make the transition to a 
market, and he has begun issuing 
decrees. 

TASS did not say when the 
devaluation would take effect. 
But tbe agency said the rate was 
calculated on the basis of new 
Soviet wholesale prices that are 
scheduled to become effective 
Jan. 1, 1991. 

Ivanov said the devaluation 
would not affect the exchange 
rate for tourists converting dol- 
lars to roubles at Soviet banks. 
That rate would remain at six 
roubles to the dollar, he said. 

Unlike most countries’ curren- 
cies. whose exchange rates fluctu- 
ate with free trading on interna- 
tional markets, the rouble's ex- 
diange rate is set arTifidally by 
the Soviet government. On the 
black market, one dollar can 
fetch 15 to 30 roubles.

Rwandan rebels reportedly kill 


57 Zaireans in clash with army 


KAKITUMBA, Rwanda (R) — 

Rwandan rebels said they ^ve 
killed 57 Zairean soldiers and 
captured or destroyed army vehi- 
cles in heavy fitting in northeast 
Rwanda. 

‘niie Zaireans were routed and 
57 were IdUed.” rebel Major Qiris 
Bunyunyezi said Thursday. 

Rebel officers said the Zai- 
reans. were helping Rwan- 
dan troops repuise the gnerrillas. 

were ambushed by about 100 
rebels who also destroyed three 
troop canieis and a tank and 
captured an armoured personnel 
carrier. 

Most of the rebels, who in- 
vaded Rwanda from Uganda on 

Oct. 1. are Rwandan refugees 
serving in Uganda's National Re- 
sistance Army (NRA). 

The rebels showed a Reuter 
correspondent, uniforms which 


they said belonged to members of 
Zairean President Mobutu Sese 
Seko’s Presidential Guard. 

**Tbe problem they suffer^ 
^om was over-confidence in 
riiiniring they could flush out a 
few rebels because they were 
prudential guards,” Bunyunyezi 
said. 

Belgium and France have also 
sent troops to Rwanda, but say 
tbeir forces are there to protect 
their nationals. 

Bunyunyezi said he bad just 
retarned from the front 
heavy fighting was continoing 
near Che garrison town of Gabiro, 
some 70 kilometres from the 
capital Kigali. 

The rebels also said they 
attacked a government convoy 
near Ngarama 14 kOometres to 

the west and that white officers 
were commanding Rwandan 


troops. 

“Out ea ptam saw two whites 
directing the vehicles' move- 
ments. but be said there could 
have been oiore.” said Major 

Peter Bayengana. 

Rwandan Foreign Minister 
Bizimungu confirmed the 
fitting in the noitbeast, but said 

Up to SOO rebels had killed 
by government forces. He also 
denied reports that the army had 
massacred dviJians. 

Peasants fleeing the fighting 
said earlier tins 'vededat govern- 
ment troops and members of the 
majority Hutu tribe had mas- 
sacred villageis accused of sup- 
porting the rebels. 

‘^liree hundred to 500 rebels 
died in the same place where the 
massacres are said to have taken 
place,” Bizummgu said. 

“It's rebels wbo died.” be said. 


adding iosuigents had worn enn- 
lian tithing because *‘fliaf s their 
gueiriDa tactics." 

The rebels said six of their men 
had been IdDed and 11 injured. 
Rwandan troops had shot civi- 
lians dnring the fi^iflng around 
Gabiro, tfa^ added. 

**Bat we are unable to g^ a 
figure because we axe sfifl fi tting 
in the area,” Bunynnyen said. 

In Washington, the United 
States autborted dependants of 
American diplomats to leave 
Rwanda and smd it was consider- 
tng that government’s request for 
military assistance to de^d 
against recent rebel attacks. 

The Stale Department, in a 
written statement Tfanrsday, said 
“the only type of asristanoe under 
discussion \ritb the Rwandan gov- 
eroment is uon-lethal, including 

medical asalstanoe.” 


Curfew lifted in S. African townships 


JOHANNESBURG (R) — 
South Africa said Friday it was 
lifting night curfews /-JairipwH on 
black townships around Johan- 
nesburg last month to curb fac- 
tion fighting which claimed 
almost 800 lives. 

But Law and Order bfinister 
Adriaan Vlok warned the restric- 
tions could be rexmposed if neces- 
sary. 

The government imposed the 
curfews and sent army and police 
reinforcements into seven 
townships on Sept. 25 in opera- 
tion “iron fist” after weeks of 
clashes, mainly between suppor- 
ters of Nelson Mandela’s Afficao 
National Congress (ANQ and of 
Zulu chief Mangosuthu 
Butbelezi's Inkatba Freedom 
Party. 

Police said the curfews would 
be lifted Friday night from the 
three townships where they were 
still in force, and that all secority 
measures would be scaled down. 
Restrictions in four other 
townships, including Soweto, 
were ea^ last week. 

“The curfew has had a phe- 
nomenal effect,” said police 


spokesman Steve van Rooyen, 
adding there had been 242 cases 
of unrest in the three areas earher 
in September but none since the 
curfew was imposed. 


Other measures under “iron 
fist” had induded mounting Hght 
machine gmis ^ aimouied cars, 
helicopter patrols and army and 
police guards at railway stations 
to protect commuters. 

Hostels and squatter camps 
which were flashpoints of vio- 
lence were sealed off with razor 
wire and all people entering or 
leaving were searched for 
weapons. 


Vlok said many township resi- 
dents bad asked for the curfew be 
continued but this was not possi- 
ble. It had always been seen as a 
temporary measure, he said. 

Mandela has bitterly criticised 
the “iron fist" measures, saying 
they were reckless and aim^ at 
de^roying ANC support on the 
ground. 

The ANC acenses white right- 
wing pro-apartheid elements in 
the security forces of fomenting 


the unrest, an allegation rejected 
by the government. 

The ANC accused Fresideirt 
F.W. de Klerk Thursday of no 
longer being sincere about peace 
and reform in South Afric^ 

“We do not trust Mr. De Klerk 
and his g over n ment's oommit- 
ment to peace. De Kleik and the 
government's undermming of 
efforts to achieve a genuine peace 
settlement places the whole nego- 
tiations process in jeopardy,” 
ANC spokesman Said Maramoza 
told reporters. 

The ANC disclosed that it had 
delivered hs strongest warning 
yet to De Klerk ffiat it would 
resume guerrilla warfere if his 
Yriiite ouDoiiqr government fruled 
to satisfy its demands. 


The ANC, denouncing what it 
called De Klerk's “strategy of 
talldiig peace and waging war,” 
demaixled the government crack 
down on wUte provocateurs in 
the police and army.

Germans seek to emigrate 


BUCHAREST (AP) — More 
than a third of Romania's ethnic 
Germans have lined up to leave 
the country since Co mmunis t 
Dictator Nicolae Ceausescu fefl 
last l^cember, according to fi- 
gures released Thursday. 

The Interior Ministry, in a 
statement carried by tliestatenews 
agency Romprn, said 92,650 of 
Romania's ethnic Germans, esti- 
mated to total about 220,000 at 
tbe time of the revolution, 
already had passports to leave 
tbe country. 

About 70,000 of them already 
have left, the minisDy said. 

Tbe ethnic Gennans are among 


120.603 people wbo have applied 
to leave since Ceausescu's ouster, 
tbe statement said. Independent 
sources any tbe real figure is 
much high^. 

Since tbe elimination of travel 
restrictions after the revolution, 
more than 10 million Romanians 
of a population of 23 million have 
gone as tourists. 

Diplomatic sources say millions 
want to remam outside Romania. 
But because Romanians no lon- 
ger qualify for the refugee status 
ffiey had when the country was a 
ffictatoiship. Western countries 
have rejected most would-be 
emigres.

GnentbCT N. stopped workizig 
for tbe Stasi when it was officially 
disbanded in February, bnt Ste- 
fen E. had tried to persuade 
Kuron to work for tbe Soviet 
KGB as late as last Saturday — 
three days after East Germany 
ceased to exist.

Paco Ignado Taibo was quoted as 
saying by the Excelsior News 
Service. “I hope that Octavio Paz 
doesn't become a ^kesman for 
the lighL” 

Paz' critici s m of leftist inteUeo- 
tnals has long estrai^ed him from 
the country’s literary main- 
stream, if such a flung exists. 

' Bnt Mexican writers who have 
worked with Paz, such as Salva- 
dor Elizondo, a collaborator on 
the magarine Vuelta, called the 
prize weU-deserved. 

“In die colturaj order it gives 
distiiiction to one of the most 
important figures of the Spanish 
language,” Elizondo smd. 

“Despite the con t roversy and 
(fisagreeoient that Fax’ ideologio- 
al porition generates, his creative 
quality is indisputable,” said 
Jaime Labastida, a poet wbo 
stands opposed to Paz on many 
pofitical issues. 

In recent months, Paz has been 
criticised for travelling overseas 
in tbe retinue of Preaifent Carlos 
Salinas de Gortaxi. 

Salmas, attending me e ti n gs in 
Venezuela Thursday, sent a oon- 
gratnlatoxy message to Paz. 

“He is a poet and writer of 
whom we Mericans feel proud. 
He has a univeisal stature,” said 
the president, praiai^ Paz for

Ozone levels near record low over South Pole 


Wi^HINGTON (R) —The pro- 
tective layer of ozone over the 
Sonth Pole fe as depleted as it was 
in the worst years ever recorded, 
the U.S. space agency reported 
Thursday. 

Tbe so-called ozone bole over 
the Antarctic, which reaf^iears 
every year, began developing in 
the last week of August, about a 
week earlier than in tlw record 
years of 1987 and 1989. according 
to sdentists at the National Aero- 
nautics and ^aoe Ad minis tration 
(NASA). 

Ozone levels tfazonghont flxe 
sonihein hemfejAere are as low 
as^ th^ have ever been. NASA 
said in a statement. 

The implication of a drop in 
ozone levels is not known, but 
environmentalists say bnman- 
made cbeuticais in the atmos- 
phere destroy the protective 
layer. 

NASA st:id year-to-year 
variability in ozone depletion 
appears to be related to the 
wither and atmo^riieric efaemi^ 
try. 

Ozone, a molecule made up of 
thm oxygen atoms, comprfees a 
thin layer of the upper atmosr 
pbeie that shields Earth frmn 
harmful ultraviolet radiation 
from tbe sun.
